An Austrian archduchess now. de 
sires to renounce her rights and titles 
to marry a young naval officer caused 
some surprise in Vienna recently, as 
this was the first instance in the his- 
tory of the House of Hapsburg in 
which an archduchess has wished to 
marry beneath her rank, although n- 
merous instances of archduke renoune- 
ing family rights for the sake of .wo- 
men of humble birth have occurred. 

The Archduchess Eleonore, eldest 
daughter of the Archduke Karl Steph- 
an, has become engaged to Lieutenant 
Alfons von Kloss. It was during a 
cruise that she met her future hus 
band, who was in charge of the yacht, 
Revansko, belonging to the archduch- 
ess’ father. The young pair became 
attached, and the Archduchess Hlen- 
ore caused her parents great displeas- 
ure by refusing several matches un- 
til, some time ago, they accidentally 
discovered the reason. 

Finally, seeing that she had fully, 
decided to carry out her project, they 
gave their consent to the match, while 
the emperor, who invariably favors 
love matches, also gave his consent at 
a special audience to the archduke, 
who earnestly pleaded on behalf of his 
daughter. The archduchess, who 
will be known as Frau von Kloss, will 
have no claim on the revenues of the 
imperial house, but the emperor may 
follow his usuai custom of making 
some special provision for the young 
pair, and raise them in rank.

WON FAME ALL OVER EUROPE. 


Ann Glanville and Her Champions Not 
Only Beat Their Own Countrymen, 
but Went to Havre and Outrowed 
Half a Dozen Crack French Crews. 


In the boat races that have from 
time immemorial been rowed on the 
Hamoaze, the estuary of the Tamar 
and the Tavy that forms part of the 
harbor of Plymouth, the women of 
Saltash bave often distinguished them. 
selves. In “Around and Abdut Saltash” 
P. B. B. Porter writes of Ann Gilan- 
ville, whose amazonian feats of oars 
manship made ber famous all over Ku 
rope: 

“Some sixty or seventy years ago the 
crew of Saltash women was often seen 
not only on the Hamoaze, but wherever 
aquatic sports were held. It was not 
often that Ann and the crew that she 
stroked were beaten in a match—never 
by other women. 

“They competed for prizes at Hull, 
Liverpool, Portsmouth and Dartmouth, 
and it must not be supposed that a 
crew of men ever sielded the palm out 
of masculine courtesy, for, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the men did not at all relish 
being beaten by a ‘parcel of females.’ 

“In some of these contests Mrs. Har- 


\rlet Screech, a daughter of Ann Glan. 


ville, who bad fourteen children, row- 
ed with her mother. As she was the 
youngest member of the crew she 
pulled bow oar, tbe least arduous post 
in the boat, 

“Once this crew, rowing a match at 
Fleetwood in the presence of Queen 
Victoria, gave the men so sound a bent- 
ing that ber majesty asked to have 
Ann presented to her. 

“However, the most famous event 
of Ann's life took place fn 1850, when 
Captain Russell of H, M. 8. Brunswick 
suggested to her that she and her crew 
should go to Havre to the regatta there 
and challenge the Frenchmen, a pre 
posal to which she readily assented. 

“When the Frenchmen heard of the 
challenge from les Anglaises de Sualt- 
asbe they shrugged their shoulders, 
for they scarcely regarded it as se 
rious. And when the women appear 
ed in their white frilled caps prinked 
out with bine ribbons, in their short 
petticoats and white dresses, with blue 
neckerchiefs tied over ihe shoulders 
and crossed behind the back, they look: 
ed puzzled. 

“The challenge of the Engliishwomen 
created a stir not only in Havre, but 


Every quay, 
bilitop and bousetop from which a view 
of the course could be bad was crowd: 
ed. Every one was on tiptoe of ex: 
pectation. Before the start the Salt 
ash crew had a pull round ‘to sbow 
themselves.’ Their steady stroke, the 


*way In which they bent their backs to

“Ann and her crew had not the best 
start possible, nor at first did they 
have the advantage. Five minutes aft- 
er the start six boats were abead of 
them, But they soon tested thelr op: 
ponents’ nerve. Anp, who bad the 
stroke oar, gave the word: 

“*Bend your backs to it, maidens, 
and burrah for old England!’ 

“One by one, with a cheer from old 
‘Ann, they passed the six boats. At 
last they drove their boat, with the 
British color flying gayly at the fore, 
into the lead. It was a long course 
and a hard pull, but they soundly 
thrasbed the Frenchmen, Anp and ‘het 
‘maidens’ beat them by 100 yards, The 
members of this famous crew were 
Ann Glanville, Harriet Hosking, Jane 
House and Amelia Lee. A man acted 
as coxswain, 

“Mrs House was so elated at the 
victory that on renching the commit: 
tee boat she plunged into the water, 
dived under the vessel and came op 
with a dripping and drooping cap oa 
the opposite side. 

“Ano Glanville died In 1880, at the 
age of eighty-five, dignified, yigorons 
and handsome to the last. Her char 
acter was summedup by a neighbor 
ip these words:

Experiments have been made 
daily for the last few weeks between 
the Nauem central wireless telegraphy 
station and Berlin, and according to 
the Taegliche Rundschau, they are 
crowned with success. 

The journal learns that not only can 
a whole newspaper article be tela 
phoned without difficulty between the 
above-mentioned,-stations, which 
some fiftesn thiles apart, "put wirel 
telephone messages can be clearly un- 
derstood at a distance of 250 miles, 
when the receiving apparatus harmon- 
izes with that at the station from 
which the message is dispatched.
